In this list will be found names of some men 
and firms that have been active members of the 
Chamber of Commerce, or similar organizations it 
succeeded, for the entire fifty years. What a sat- 
isfaction it must be to such pioneer citizens, as they 
begin to look toward the setting sun, to realize that 
they have contributed their part both in money 
and effort throughout the years in building a city 
such as is portrayed on the cover of this issue. 
What pride must be theirs in each towering struc- 
ture, each beautiful street, each park, each splendid 
church or school edifice. 


h gsecvng is but in its infancy. It has only been 
laying the foundations for the real metropolis 
that the marvelous and undeveloped Southwest has 
the right to expect. The opportunity for Chamber 
of Commerce service presented to our pioneers fifty 
years ago has just as great appeal today. Let me 
quote from a recent article on Dallas written by 
Paul W. Brown, editor of “America at Work,” in 
which he had been discussing the reasons for the 
growth of Dallas:

Of course, there are many 
instances where the Chamber may help a member 
directly. Also the “good will” resulting from your 
membership is of direct value. And it is hardly pos- 
sible to improve the community in which you live, 
own property or do business without benefit to 
every citizen.

State; it is a common- 
wealth, embracing one- 
half of one per cent of 
the land area of the 
: world. What makes a 
great commonwealth? Land and 
water available for agricultural de- 
velopment; pecularily favorable trans- 
portation facilities; fundamental raw 
materials; climatic and scenic attrac- 
tions; industrial activity; financial 
strength; the character and genius of 
the people. Texas has all these. It 
is a commonwealth possessing a di- 
versity of soil and climate and variety 
of agricultural and mineral resources 
approached by no other State save 
California, and rendering it more 
nearly self-sustaining than any other 
State in the Union. 


Texas is the greatest producer of 
raw materials in the United States 
and her capacity of production is 
seven or eight times as great. Texas 
has both forested areas and treeless 
plains. Along the coast, at an alti- 
tude of 33 feet, are produced tropical 
and semi-tropical fruits and vege- 
tables, while in the North Panhandle, 
more than 700 miles distant, around 
Texline at an altitude of about 4,700 
feet, grows hard winter wheat that 
has won world sweepstakes, choice 
apples and other crops of the colder 
regions. The topography of Texas 
varies from prairies and _ treeless

plains to mountains in certain portions 
of West Texas, which boasts the high- 
est peak east of the Mississippi River. 
In some parts of Texas, the annual 
rainfall is 55 inches, while in others, 
it is as low as 8 inches. 

Texas came into the Union with the 
privilege of division into several 
States, but no one has ever seriously 
believed it would be done. The 
thought of the Texan is imbued with 
the bigness of the Lone Star State 
and is reflected in his ambition for 
her accomplishments. The dramatic 
history of Texas, which has been un- 
der six flags and once a republic, is a 
heritage cherished by every Texan and 
which could not be divided. A consid- 
eration of Texas’ size, resources and 
romantic history is necessary if one is 
to appreciate the well known “Texas 
spirit.” The intensity of the regional 
consciousness of every Texan, the 
pride and loyalty of each citizen, 
augurs well for the continued develop- 
ment of the State, for in the last 
analysis men are ruled by their posi- 
tive enthusiasms. 

The Size of the State. 

EXAS, with 262,398 square miles, 

is four and one-fourth times as 
large as the combined area of the six 
New England States. It is further 
across Texas than it is from New 
York to Chicago. Texas measures 
740 miles east and west, and 820 miles 
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shows Dallas with its principal railroad connections leading out through 
the on oS sections of Texas. Each dot on the map represents 5,000 population 
secerding to latest census reports.

from north to south. It is further 
around Texas than from New York 
to Liverpool. Dallas County, Texas, 
is nearer St. Paul, Minn., than it is to 
Brownsville, Texas. Imagine, if pos- 
sible, Texas to be on a hinge at the 
north line of the Panhandle; from 
this hinge turn the State over and 
Brownsville, which is the southernmost 
town in the State, would be in the 
middle of North Dakota. 


The approximate land area of Texas 
is 167,934,720 acres, or enouszh to 
supply every man, woman and child 
in the United States with a truck 
patch of nearly one and one-half acres, 
In fact, if all the people of the Nation 
were to move to Texas, its population 
per square mile would not exceed that 
of Massachusetts. If Texas were as 
densely populated as Missouri, which 
has a population of only 49.5 per 
square mile, it would have more than 
25,000,000 people instead of nearly 
500,000 horse power. According to 
with much of its land under water, 
has a lower density of population 
than Texas, the Florida density be- 
ing 17.7 per square mile as compared 
with 17.8 for persons for Texas, 


Potential Production. 
OR a number of years, Texas has 
led all States in value of agricul- 
tural production and was the first 
State to produce one billion dollars’ 
worth of farm products in a single 
year. And yet, Texas is making this 
record with but about one-fourth of 
its available tillable land under culti- 
vation. The uncultivated area of 
Texas is as large as the thirteen origi- 
nal colonies, with the exception of 

Georgia and North Carolina. 


The Texas Legislature in the spring 
of 1923 appropriated $600,000 for a 
complete survey of all the streams 
and watersheds of the State. The esti- 
mate that the complete working out 
of the irrigation, reclamation and 
drainage program in which this is 
the first step will mean the addition 
to $200,000,000 to the taxable values 
of the State. Texas has a total un- 
developed water power estimated at 
500,000 horse power. According to 
the 1920 Federal census, Texas had 
436,033 farms, without 5,974 farms 
embracing 586,120 acres under irriga- 
tion. Many important irrigation pro- 
jects are now under way in Texas. 
The survey mentioned will rapidly 
hasten irrigation development, as well 
as bring thousands of acres of fertile 
overflow land under the plow. Vast 
stretches of Texas may be pro‘ tably 
subjected to pump irrigation from 
wells; also, notable development in 
this field being around Plainview and 
Pecos. The reclamation program em- 
phasizes again that Texas is a ‘com- 
monwealth of contrasts,” since the 
upper reaches of the majority o: the 
streams of Texas are in the Western 
part of the State where the rainfall 
ranges from 8 to 25 inches per an- 
num, while the lower reaches are In 
East or South Texas with rainfall 
ranging from 30 to 55 inches. 
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Nearly three-fourths of the people 
of Texas live in the rural districts. 
Texas leads the Nation in the number 
of farms and farmers. 


Diversity of Production. 


EXAS produces more than one- 

fourth of the cotton of the Na- 
tion. If the bales of the average 
Texas cotton crop were placed end 
to end they would almost reach from 
the Gulf of Mexico to Canada. Forty- 
five per cent of the cotton which is 
exported to Great Britain rides 
through Texas ports. The total Texas 
cotton crop frequently exceeds all the 
cotton grown in India. It is twice as 
great as the Egyptian crop and three 
times that of China. 


Texas has the widest variety of 
agricultural production of any State, 
coffee and tea being the only impor- 
tant products used in Texas that can- 


not be produced within its borders. 


Texas ships some 60,000 carloads 
of truck, fruits and small vegetables 
annually. Texas’ development as a 
producer of citrus fruits and winter 


vegetables is but in its infancy. A 
strip of territory in the Rio Grande 
Valley, called by its citizens the 
“Magic Valley,” has produced $2,500,- 
000 worth of onions, $1,250,000 worth 
of tomatoes and $750,000 of cabbages 
in a single year. 

Texas leads the Nation in the pro- 
duction of cotton, grain sorghums, 
pecans, early onions, mules and beef 
cattle; and ranks among the leading 
States in the production of cabbage, 
figs, honey, broomcorn, sweet pota- 
toes, sugar cane, oats, peanuts and

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rice. As a corn-growing State, Texas 
is exceeded only by Iowa and Illinois. 
Leading Live Stock Producer. 
HE value of live stock on Texas 
farms, according to the 1920 
Federal census, was $592,926,006. 
Texas produces 50% of the mohair 
of the Nation. One-fifth of the wool 
of the Nation comes from Texas. 
Texas has long been the leading State 
in the production of beef cattle and 
now dairying is also rapidly coming 
into prominence. The quality of 
Texas’ live stock has made marked im- 
provement the past few years. 

Texas has produced as high as $2,- 
500,000,000 worth of new wealth in a 
single year, or more than $2,000 worth 
for each family of five. 

One-fourth of the cotton seed oil 
mills of the Nation are in Texas and 
the State leads in the manufacture of 
cotton seed products. 

Wealth In Minerals. 

EARLY every known mineral is 

found in Texas, including gold 
and silver. Forty years ago, the total 
annual value of Texas’ mineral pro- 
duction was less than $1,000,000. For 
the last few years, the average has 
been around $300,000,000, with petro- 
leum representing almost nine-tenths 
of this valuation. Texas produces 
about one-fourth of the Nation’s oil 
and leads in its refining. 

Of the 150 important minerals found 
in Texas, few are being extensively 
developed. Texas has among the 
greatest lignite deposits in the world, 
underlying 60 Counties, with a total 
supply estimated at more than 20,- 
000,000,000 tons. Texas’ lignite pro- 
duction has grown since 1900 from 


‘| 150,000 tons to 1,000,000 tons annual- 


ly.

During the past few years, Texas 
has been producing about one-half of 
the sulphur of the world. Texas ranks 
second in the Nation in the produc- 
tion of Fuller’s Earth. Texas has 
vast undeveloped iron ore resources. 
Indicating the diversities of Texas’ re- 
sources, the State Capitol, at Austin, 
the seventh largest building in the 
world and the largest State Capitol, 
was built exclusively of Texas ma- 
terials, save the copper wire alone. 


Manufacturing Is Next Era. 

T is generally recognized that man- 

ufacturing will be the next big 
development era in the history of 
Texas. More manufacturing will 
bring more payrolls, offer higher 
prices for raw materials, stimulate 
local and State pride and the devel- 
opment of natural resources, stabi- 
lize business and increase prosperity 
in general. )With these ends in view, 
systematic effort is being made by 
the Texas Chamber of Commerce 
and all local Chambers and similar 
organizations to develop the manu- 
facturing industry. Particularly are 
efforts being made to bring in more 
outside capital. Texas is a compara- 
tively new State and has not yet had 
time to accumulate sufficient working 
capital from its own efforts to per- 
mit manufacturing development along 
lines commensurate with the needs. 
For this reason interest rates are high 
in Texas as compared with older 
settled sections, and this implies the 
need for the money rather than that 
the element of risk on Texas invest- 
ments is higher than in other similar 
States. 

The value of Texas manufactured 
goods in 1919 was approximately $1,- 
000,000,000, according to the Federal 
Census. While Texas ranks first as 
a producer of raw materials and fifth 
in population, its rank in manufactur- 
ing was only thirteenth. 

Texas has excellent transportation 
facilities, leading all States in rail- 
way mileage with some 16,000 miles, 
or sufficient to reach across the Na- 
tion five times. Texas roads are now 
entering upon one of the greatest 
development programs in the history 
of the State. 

One-tenth of the Nation’s stand of 
yellow pine is in Texas. There are 
more than 700 sawmills in the State 
which operate twelve months of the 
year. Texas is the greatest pecan- 
producing district in the world. 
Texas supplies the Nation with sev- 
eral billion feet of soft and hardwood 
lumber, annually. 

Texas has spent more than $100,- 
000,000 for good public highways dur- 
ing the past two years. 

Texas is one of the foremost States 
in foreign commerce, with excellent 
ports at Galveston, Houston and the 
Sabine district. Owing to its strate- 
gic location, lying like a “three-way 
valve” between the Gulf of Mexico, 
the Republic of Mexico and the great 
industrial districts of the United 
States, and with a distinct advantage 
in shipping to various Latin-America 
countries, the development of trade 
with those countries and the further 
settlement of the Southwest should 
mean that Texas will become the most 
influential State in the Union, com- 
mercially, industrially and politically.

It will require 3,000 lots per annum 
to accommodate the increase in popu- 
lation of 15.000. It will be seen from 
the above table that the average num- 
ber of lots put on the market per an- 
num for the past five years is 2,157. 
Assuming that all of these lots have 
been sold, there is still a shortage of 
something like 600 per annum, or a 
shortage of approximately 3,000 dur- 
ing the past five years. 

There has been an average of 2,169 
residence and apartment building per- 
mits issued in the City of Dallas dur- 
ing the past four years, which means 
that we are still approximately short 
3,000 homes, which are necessary to 
accommodate the increase in popula- 
tion already gained. 

Table showing increase in popula- 
tion in the City of Dallas as determined 
by the increase in scholastic popula- 
tion, light, gas, and telephone con- 
nections, which substantiate the fig- 
ures shown in the City Directory. In 
order to arrive at the population in- 
crease, it is necessary to multiply 
the scholastic population by five, which 
is the accepted basis, showing five 
people to each family. This is like- 
wise true of the Light, Gas and Tele- 
phone Companies’ connections. The 
figures, therefore, shown below are 
arrived at in this manner.

The 
re-opening of the office will give 
Dallas its thirty-second “off-line” rail- 
way office, the large number strongly 
indicating the importance of Dallas 
as a tonnage assembling and distrib- 
uting point.

Conference Considers More 
Cotton Mills 


Nearly 100 delegates representing 
thirty Texas cities and towns attend- 
ed the conference in Dallas held last 
month under the auspices of the Texas 
Chamber of Commerce in line with 
their activities to secure more textile 
mills for the State. It was reported 
that some eight or ten cities have ac- 
tive committees at work preparing 
plans for the organization of cotton 
mill companies, and that Dallas, 
Mexia and Breckenridge have organ- 
ized their companies and are about 
ready for construction. It was devel- 
oped at the conference that Texas 
produces nearly 30% of the cotton of 
America and has but one-half of 1% 
of the cotton mill spindles of the Na- 
tion.

The Federal Department of the In- 
terior has issued a report showing 
that Texas’ vast beds of mica may 
shortly come into prominence. In 
the present “electrical age,” mica sup- 
plies a need not filled by any other 
substance. It is a non-conductor of 
electricity and heat and its toughness, 
flexibility and elasticity make it in- 
valuable in the electrical manufactur- 
ing industry. The Department has is- 
sued a report and maps showing the 
location of Texas’ chief mica deposits 
and indicated that mica mining may 
become a major industry here.

Prospects Excellent For

ITH excellent grain and feed 
W\ crops over the Southwest and 
a splendid outlook for cotton, together 
with gratifying oil development and 
a marked activity along all industrial 
lines, Dallas wholesale merchants are 
preparing for a banner season during 
the late summer and fall.

The number 
of individuals making returns was 
4.29% of the total population of the 
State. The average net income per 
return was $2,681.94, the average 
amount of tax per return was $63.28, 
the per capita net income $115.13 and 
the per capita income tax $2.72. This 
compares with the average net in- 
come for the entire Nation of $2,938.56 
and the average amount of tax, 
$107.98.

Splendid Pastors Here 
OT only in the matter of having 
N ine churches, but also Dallas is 
fortunate in having her churches sup- 
plied with many great pulpiteers; 
men who are known nationally, and 
not a few of international note; men 
who not only stand high in their de- 
nominations, but whose counsel is 
sought on the big problems of the 
world that confront all people alike. 
The number of this type of men in 
Dallas Churches might be realized 
when it has been conservatively esti- 
mated that the salaries alone of Dallas 
pastors, not including the saiaries of 
hundreds of other paid workers, such 
as assistant pastors, clerks and social 
workers, will run over $250,000 yearly. 
Recently, a statistician, sent to Dal- 
las from New York to gather data on 
the amounts of contributions of the 
various denominations, found that 
Dallas ranked first of thirteen of the 
largest cities of America in which 
statistics had been gathered, in the 
number of business men affiliated 
with the church and also first in the 
per capita for contributions of busi- 
ness men to church enterprises over 
the period of eighteen months from 
June, 1921, to December, 1922. It ean be 
easily understood why Dallas is “the 
City of Churches” with her business 
men concerned and actively at work 
in the building of her churches as well 
as in the building of her commerce. 
The majority of the churches’ gov- 
erning bodies are made up largely of 
business men and upon their shoulders 
falls the responsibility of furthering 
the work of the local church and the 
denomination as a whole, a fact that 
is as it should be, a real joy to all 
Dallas.

Building Permits Pass $12,000,000 Mark 





}JUILDING permits in Dal- 






as las for June totaled $1,- 
WY LH eee) 648,155, bringing the 





total for the first six 
months of 1923 to $12,- 
g 090,427. If $600,000 
worth of permits granted in Highland 
Park during the same period are add- 
ed, this will bring the permits for 
Greater Dallas for the first half of 
the year to $12,690,427, or nearly $3,- 
000,000 ahead of a _ corresponding 
period last year. 


The Lone Star Gas Company has 
announced that work will likely start 
within the next sixty days on a four- 
story, reinforced concrete building at 
the northwest corner of Harwood and 
Wood Streets, to be used almost ex- 
clusively by the company to meet its 
increasing need for additional office 
space; headquarters of the concern 
being at Dallas. Lang & Witchell are 
the architects. It will be 83x90 feet 
and foundations will be provided to 
carry twelve floors, the intention be- 
ing to add to the structure as neces- 
sary. The cost will approximate 
$175,000. 


J. R. Hill is erecting a four-story 
and basement apartment building at 
Colorado and Marsalis Streets that 
will cost about $180,000. It is of re- 
inforced concrete, strictly fire-proof 
and will have 47 apartments of two 
and three rooms each, while the base- 
ment will contain a drug store, com- 
munity market, grocery and restau- 
rant. 


W. V. Cullum and A. D. Hodge will 
erect a three-story store and office 
building at Akard and Marilla Sts., 
costing $60,000. Work is expected to 
begin within thirty days. Plans have 
been drawn by Lang & Witchell. 


The Dallas Park Board has appro- 
priated $25,000 to apply on a $50,000 
building to be erected soon at Fair 
Park by the Texas Museum of Natural 
History. The remaining $25,000 is to 
be raised by popular subscription and 
some $8,000 of this has already been 
raised. It will be the first unit of a 
series of buildings for the Museum 
costing $200,000. It is planned to 
have the first unit ready for the open- 
ing of the 1923 State Fair. 


Real estate transfers in Dallas for 
the first half of 1923 totaled $30,515,- 
990 or approximately $8,000,000 more 
than for the corresponding period of 
either. 1922 or 1921. 


Judge Edward Gray has purchased 
a 900-acre tract on the Buckner Or- 
phans’ Home road and will erect a 
new home on the property at a cost of 
about $70,000. 


The largest permit granted during 
the month was $500,000 to the Dallas 
Sanitarium, Inc., for the erection of 
a seven-story, reinforced concrete, 
brick and tile sanitarium at 401 Col- 
orado Street. This will be the first 
unit of the sanitarium which ultimate- 
ly will cost $1,000,000. 


A group of business leaders is at 
work on plans for the erection of a 
$750,000 structure to serve as a com- 
bined fine arts building and audito- 
rium, the latter with a seating capac- 
ity of more than 3,000. R. H. Hunt 
& Co. have drawn plans for the pro- 
posed six-story edifice. The commit- 
tee at work on the plan consists of 
Frank W. Wozencraft, W. C. Everett, 
C. E. Calder, Albert Linz, C. 
Sanger, R. L. Thornton, J. Perry Bur- 
rus, Raynor Allen, Lawrence Kahn, 
Henry Bromberg, Charles A. Mangold 
and John E. Morris. 


Ground has been broken for the 
Young Memorial Home for the Aged, 
and actual work on the first unit is 
expected to start soon. The first unit 
is expected to cost $50,000 and the 
completed building, $200,000. It will 
occupy a site of 36 acres now owned 
by the promoters of the movement, 
which is located on the north side of 
the Dallas-Fort Worth pike, about one 
mile out of Dallas.

CC EXAS_ Business,” issued 

monthly by A. H. Belo & 
Co., speaks in a recent issue of Texas 
as the “State of Uninterrupted In- 
come” as follows: 


“Most agricultural industries, like 
the groundhog, hibernate during a 
part of the year; but in Texas, the 
soil is producing crops for the market 
during each month of the year—cab- 
bage, spinach, lettuce, melons, grape 
fruit, peaches, corn, cotton, wheat, 
oats, tomatoes, rice or some other 
forty agricultural products grown an- 
nually in commercial quantities in 
Texas. This year-around production 
has a steadying effect to Texas busi- 
ness. The people of Texas will re- 
ceive around one billion dollars this 
year from raw products alone.” 


One distinct advantage accruing 
from Texas’ position geographically 
is that its winter vegetables, its cot- 
ton, wheat, oats and other crops, 
reach the market ahead of the crops 
of the majority of the agricultural 
States, and so command higher prices.
